The guests were a j^oung couple (around 3 O) Introduced as 
SAP.aK and DAVID. SARAH was the speaker and represented 
the COI-SvUTTEE TO SECURE JUSTICE FOR MORTCH SOBELL in Now 
York City, 

SARAH spoke for about twenty-five minutes outlining the 
case iiCRTON SOBELL, during whiditime she cited 

the following facts: 


MORTON SOBELL had been kidnapi-ed by FBI nen fron Mexico, 
and the Ir'ir/J.graticn officer who testified at the trial ■ 
that’ SOBELL had bean deported by Mexican authorities had 
porjurod hi/r.self. The whole case against SOBELL was 
besod on tho testimony of I-tA,TTHF.'.' ELETCHER, a former 
classmate of SOBELL ‘s at New York University, ELETCHKR * 3 
testimony was forced out of him by the government, who 
could threaten him with perjury prosecution for taking 
a false nor.- communist oath in 19L|-7» Judge KAUFMAN even 
said in his charge to the jury, "If you do not believe 
SLETCEER's tasti/.ony, yoii must acquit SOBELL." SARAH 
outlitied ether incidents on the case, including ELT2ABETU 
BENTLEY'S ttstlmony, all of which is included In a book 
on the case by JOHN VEXLEY. SARAH said the Coicnittee is 
workinvg for two objectives: (1) to secure a new trial 
and acquittal for SOBELL based on new evidence, and (2) _ : 
to press the White House for commutation of sentence to 
time already served, pardon, or amnesty. Tho second goal 
is to be achieved by mass circulation of tho VJexlcy Book 
and the favorable reviews and comments being m2do in 
reference to It,

This building is occupied by 
the American Committee for protection of Foreign Born, Joint Anti- 
Fascist Refugee Committee, and Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade,, 
all of which have been cesi'^nated by the Attorney G^'-rn'ral of the 
United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450. In addition, other 
Communist Party front gz'oups and individual CP members or sympathizers 
occupy offices at this address. Prior to 2/1/53 the state and National 
Offices of the Civil Rights Congress, which has been designated by • 
the Attorney General of the US pursuant to Executive Order 10450 were 
located at this address. Subsequent to that date space in the building 
has been occupied by SKT Publications, Inc., publishers of *’New VJorld 
Review" formerly known as "soviet Russia Today" which has been cited 
as a communist front by the Special Committee on Un-American Activities, 
House of Representatives, 6/25/42 and 3/29/44. 

Strict care must be exercised so that the existence of this 
important source cf evidence will not become known to any outside 
agency. It is also to be noted, that because of the nature of this 
source of information it will be impossible to recontact the source 
regarding information furnished.
